- one case (or eomplaint) to every ninety souls in ‘the ‘popula- 
tion ;. while in Bengal the average is one to- every three hun- 
| dred and twentieth person; in Oudh, one'to every three hun- 


/ deed and ningticth ; ‘and, in the: North-Western Provinees; one 
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to every four winniioad and third person. The « opinion of the 
Chief Commissioner is quoted to the effect that the cause of 2 
this excess is the existénce of so many départments, as well as 

to an increase in the wealth of the Province; but the writer 
does not think this a valid reason, and says that there are — 
other reasons among which he ennmerates the fact of the — 
Punjaub being a Non-Regulation Province. The writer pro- 
ceeds to say,—“ In the last Fousdaree Report of this Province 
we remember having observed that out of the whole number 
of complaints only one-sixth referred to landed property, and 
out of. one hundred complaints only thirty-eight were settled 
according to their real state (upon tlieir merits ?). Out of one 
hundred complaints twenty were satisfactorily settled through 
the Government, and of this number ten were settled between 
the parties themselves,” &c., &c. The writer goes on to say 
that the Small Cause Court has not been so successfully: 
worked as it has been in other places,as it. shows a loss. of 
Rs. 5,232, notwithstanding that. it is said that this Court is 
much approved by all, and that it is plainly considered an

The Nujm-ool Ukbar of the 25th of December notices the 
death of Major Fuller with much regret. The writer consi- 
ders it difficult to find an officer to succeed Major Fuller, and 
adds that since his lamented death no improvement has taken 
place in the Educational Department,’ although improvements 
have taken’ place in most of the other departments in’ the 
Punjaub. The writer continues,—“ The number of district and 
female schools are decreasing, as well as the number of stu- 
dents at them ; while the expenditure of Government money, 
and ‘ grants-in-aid’ for educational purposes, is found to, be 
on the increase. The truth is that this is owing to Major. 
Fuller’s death ; for during the time he had the control of: this. 
Department (seven years), the number of students increased 
more than twofold, the fees increasing from ‘Rs, 1, 134.to..Bs. 
17,477, the grants-in-aid from Res.. 8,960 to Re. 1,36,254,: a: 
and the number of students from 1,424 to 17,272... In short, _

The Gwalior Gazette of the 15th of December opens with an 
account of the Gwalior Durbar. Balajee Chumpajee, ‘Dewan 
of the Gwalior State, referring to the Maharajah’s orders 
issued in a previous Durbar expressive of His Highness’s ap- 
proval of the conduct of the Dewan’s and Naib Dewan’s work, 


_or conduct, said that in consequence of old age he was obliged 


to send in his resignation, and at the same time expressed 
himself indebted to the Naib Dewan for great assistance, 
without which he would not have been able to work so well, 
&e., &c. A jagheer of Rs. 2,500, a palkee, &c., were present- 
ed, and a salute of five guns ordered him for ‘life ; and the 
Maharajah accepted the Dewan’s resignation. ‘A 4hil/ué of 
five parchas was given, and he was asked what was his desire. 
He replied that the jagheer. given him might be made over in 
the name of his son, and that he wished to build a temple 
close to the one built by. Luchmeenarain. The Naib Dewan 
was promoted to the appointment of Dewan.” 


The Malwa Ukbar of the 25th of December, the Nasecem 
Jounpore of the 81st, the Tutboodnee Puthur of the 31st, and 
the Gwalior Gazetie of the 22nd, do not contain anything 
which calls for particular notice. 


The Rampore Ukbar of the 27th of December discourses 
upon the war in Abyssinia, and speculates upon the probabi- 
lity of Hindustan having to bear the expenses of it. The 
writer says,—“ In England the Wuzeer Hind (Secretary of 
State) gave much confidence by saying that th ough the In-. 
dian troops, &c., were to be supplied, the whole of the expenses: 
would be defrayed by England. On hearing this we all be: 
came glad, but the news of the past week by steamer from: 
England has filled us with fear and dread, .as instead of this 
the expenses of this war, seventy-five lakhs of rupees, is to: be 
considered contingent money,” &c., &. The writer goes.on

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to: say that:as this war has “been. undertaken for the purpose 
of releasing some English prisoners confined in Abyssinia, 
and among them the Queen’s Agent, it is unjust to make 
Hindustan: bear the expenses of the-war, and-that-this causes 
people to question the justice of England. 


The Ukbar Unjumun of the 28th. of December does not con- 
ta o anything of importance. 


“The Zea-ool Ukbar of the 1st of J anuary, 1868, mentions 
that the Rajah of Cashmere has prohibited the consumption 
of fish as an article of food in the city of Cashmere. The 
people are said to complain much of this order; but in Jum- 
moo the market is still plentifully supplied with fish. — 

The Khair Khwah. Punjab of the 1st of January, 1868, opens 
with articles.on religion. In the supplement the old story 
concerning the feeling of enmity against the Russians in Cen- 
tral Asia on the part of one Yakoob Kush Baigee, described 
as one of the most powerful men of the day. in Kokund, is 
mentioned. He 1s said to be the agent of the Chief of Ko- 
kund, and has taken. possession of Yarkund—his great desire 
being now.to rebel against. Kokund, and make himself master 
of it. The Editor thinks that. it will not.be very. wonderful 
if he succeeds in his wishes, as the knowledge of his great 
power has driven all his enemies from the place, and that 
those who are.in it have all succumbed to him. “It is said 
that he has refused this year to pay the sum of three lakhs of 
rupees formerly levied by the Kokund Sultanut. It is also 
said that Mahomed. Ali Khan, whose father was Chief of Ko- 
-kund, and who was killed about twenty years ago at the ins- 
tigation of the Ameer of Bokhara, while he himself was im- 
prisoned in Bokhara, has fled from thence and has joined this 
rebel. .Yakoob Kush Baigee pays him very great respect, and 
‘1s desirous of making him Wullee of Kokund,” &c., &e. . [The

The Lawrence Gazette of the 3rd.of January, after extracts 
from other papers, and other stale intelligence, publishes Ca- 
bul news to the effect that Ameer Azim Khan had sent for 
Mahomed Hossain Khan, brother of Mahomed Uslum Khan, 
and lectured him for being constantly intoxicated—adding that 
if he did not. discontinue his evil habits he should be turned 


out of the city; the 4otwal was also ordered to look after him. 


‘On the same day this person paid the fine of Rs. 8,000, and 
was allowed to go free. On the 11th of December the Ameer 
took from the youngest son of the Sirdar Uskaree Khan 
Rs. 2,660, which was given to him as pay—the reason for this 
being that he kept up friendship with the relatives of Shere 
Ali Khan, On the 12th of December an urzee from Soofee Khan 
was received from Punjshasheer, stating that out of the five 
guns the Ameer took from Ameer Shere Ally Khan two of the 
smallest had been sent to Sirdar Mahomed Yusuf Khan at the 
fort of Allahdad Khan, and three remained, as the elephants 
used to drag them were dead. The Ameer ordered other ele- 
phants 4o be sent at once to Sirdar Yusuf Khan, and directed 
that the guns be sent to Sirdar Yusuf Khan,’ This article, 
which appears in form of a diary, goes on to mention that 
the Ameer Sahib sent for Mahomed Shurreef and asked fora 
Joan of Rs. 25,000, which was at once paid through his wife ; 
that Shere Ali Khan had asked the Turkistan merchants for 
a loan, &c., &. “The Russian Army is at Tashkund; Ha- 
meed-ood-deen Khojah had arrived, and received as a eusit 
_ Rs.'25 per day. In short, the reason of his visit is that the 
‘Russian Government afford so much assistance in the shape of 
‘money and troops to Rasshid-ood-deen ‘Khojah, in order’ that 
he may he able to turn Yakoob Kush Baigee out of the coun- 
‘try, and from a feeling of ‘gratitude for this, the countries of

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The Oordoo Delhi Gazette of the 4th of January mentions 
that some time ago the Maharajah of Putteealla, who is still — 
a minor, petitioned the Governor-General to allow him to 
assume the management of his reasué. After enquiry it was 
found that the Maharajah had acted upon the advice of his 
counsellors who are ever near him. The Governor-General is 
said to have refused this request with a few words of advice, 
‘to the effect that he would do well to dismiss such ill advisers. 
“ And,” adds the writer, “as the Maharajah is most willing to 
please the Government, he acted on this advice and turned 
them all out.”

‘The Moofeed-ool- Anam of the 2nd of J anuary—ieferring to a 
statement in the Nujm-ool Ukbar that some Native Doctor of 
Hindustan, who has lately visited England, is about to ob- 
tain a divorce from his first wife—remarks that if this is the 
result of an English education, he begs to salaam to such an 
education ; and adds,“ It is far better id people to remain in 
this country, and not leave their wives.” 


The Noor-ool-Ubsar of the Ist of January furnishes an ac- 
count of the meeting of the Allygurh Society copied: from the 
Scientifia Soctety’s Journal, The case of the Nawab of Tonk 
is noticed without comment.

The Juiboatoor * of 1 the Sth of Ja anuary publishes an artiole on 
University Examin: tions, and says that the Caleutta Univers 
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sity has for the ** merits’ of its students prevented them from 
being examined anywhere but in Calcutta. ‘* The mofussil 
students will have to borrow and spend money to go there, 
or give up all-thoughts of passing. . The situation of this 
University is quite out of place, and unsuited to the geuara- 
lity of the public: it ought to have put forth some other plan 
for the students of the North-Western Provinces. But, inde- 
pendent of this, it organizes such difficulties that the acquire- 
ment of knowledge is quite out of the question, and the benefits 
altogether lost. It is a great difficulty for students who re- 
side in the Punjaub to have to go so far as Calcutta for the 
sake of receiving rank ; and this distance between the places 
is a great obstacle,” &c., &c. The writer is of opinion that 
to counteract the difficulties thus thrown in the way of stu- 
dents, it would be as well to establish an VAY ORINEY in the 
North-Western Provinces. 


_ Tt is said that the Commissioner of Cooch Behar on the 
occasion of the marriage of the Rajah’s son gave Rs. 40,000.

The Rohileund Ukbar of the 4th of January, under the 
heading “‘ Evil Custom,” publishes the followip go :—** It is the 
custom for bad characters to entice young girls and women 
far away from their homes, and sell them to bad women who 
teach them their own evil habits. Many of the hill men of 
Almorah publicly make over their daughters for prostitution, 
especially those of the kunchun (dancers) caste, who, while 
publicly following other trades or professions, in reality derive 
pecuniary benefit from. this trade. The truth of thig, can. be 
easily ascertained ; ; for, in every prostitute’s house may be found 
two or three young girls, This custom is even worse than. 
the crime of female infanticide was formerly i in Raj ootana.— 
If one unaccustomed to this evil mane it her profession it 
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-s a different matter; but to teach youne girls, and rear them 
up to this work, is very bad, and the Government should be 
bound to put a stop to it.” re

have preferred a law suit, and advised the mother to go to law. 
The Editor laments over this and says,—‘ How blind they 
are not to see that, according to the Shasters, in Hindoo estates 
the mother cannot be entitled to any share save maintenance 
allowance. But, yes, these people will at the commencement

of the Gahibzadas on the throne. The writer goes on to say that 
the evil designs of these rebels were frustrated by the timely 
arrival of Captain Minchin, Syud Morad Shah, and the Gov- 
ernment troops in Bhawulpore—the rebels being captured and
